Nixon promised the adminis­ 
tration would work closely with 
Senate COP Leader Hugh Scott 
and other m em bers of Congress 
on a broader reform bill but 
gave no assurance he would en­ 
dorse the final product.

Edward M. Kenne­ 
dy, said he hopes the adminis­ 
tration will em brace an over-ail 
campaign reform bill. 
Kennedy said there may yet 
be an effort to revive the vetoed 
broadcast m easure this year by 
adding it to other legislation.

A 6-3 ruling Monday on the 
first important criminal case of 
the term upheld guilty pleas 
from defendants who insist they 
are innocent. 
In what m ay become a pat­ 
tern, the three solid liberals re­ 
maining from the Warren court 
found themselves in a losing 
bloc. They are William O. Doug­ 
las, William J. Brennan Jr. and 
Thurgood Marshall. 
The case was the first impor­ 
tant vote for Justice Harry A. 
Blackmun, who sided with Chief 
Justice W arren E. Burger and 
the five other justices. 
The ruling dealt with a Win­ 
ston-Salem, N.C., man, Henry 
C. Alford, who pleaded guilty to 
second-degree m urder in 1963 
rather than lace a jury and a 
possible 
death 
sentence 
on 
first-degree m urder charges. 
Alford insisted he was inno­ 
cent but was pleading guilty 
only to rule out a death penalty. 
He was sentenced by the judge 
to 30 years. 
The Supreme Court decision 
keeps him on a North Carolina 
prison farm instead of in a 
courtroom fighting at a new 
trial for his freedom. The U.S. 
Court of Appeals in Richmond, 
Va., had held Alford was enti­ 
tled to a new trial. 
Plea bargaining is a useful 
technique for cutting down on 
trials and the bother they cause. 
Whether such pleas are really 
voluntary is a subject that has 
divided lower courts. 
Brennan, Douglas and Mar­ 
shall said pleas like Alford’s are 
a product of duress and should 
not be accepted. But the m ajori­ 
ty, through Justice Byron R. 
White, called that argum ent “an 
exercise in arid logic.” 
The ruling appears to run 
counter to a 1968 decision invali­ 
dating 
the federal 
kidnaping 
law s death penalty provision. 
Then, by a 6-2 vote, the court 
said 
defendants 
were

forced to plead guilty since only 
a jury could sentence them to 
death.

AT&T has filed a new schedule of rates with 
the Federal Com m unications Commission 
which increases charges for customer-dialed 
interstate calls during week day business hours 
and for all operator-assisted interstate calls. 
Ail rates fo r calls y o u dial y o urself witho ut 
o perato r assistance in the ev ening s, at nig ht, 
o n weekends o r o n ho liday s will remain un­ 
chang ed o r be reduced. 
The new rates are filed to become effective 
on January 19 , 19 71.

The president of Kent State University , Robert 
I. White, told a combined audience of members of 
the Cleveland Advertising and Rotary clubs that he 
is alarmed by the polarization of the nation and the 
college campuses.

IT IS PRECISELY DUE to the fact that adminis­ 
trators such as Dr. White either were unab’e to see 
that polarization building or refused to take firm 
action to deal with it that they have been so widely 
criticized throughout the nation. 
In what appears to us to have been ex tremely 
bad judgment, Dr. White, during his talk, singled 
out some of the most rabid anti-Kent State admin-

They certainly did not represent the views of the 
vast majority of citizens who are unsy mpathet.c 
with Dr. White and the way his administration per­ 
formed during and prior to the confrontation and 
subseq uent slay ing of four students. 
There has been much criticism from the academic 
community directed against Vice President Agnev* 
and others for their rnetpric, which it is claimed 
fosters polarization. Dr. White, when he was seen 
and heard on television by the vast viewing aud­ 
ience in northeastern Ohio while reading these let­ 
ters, certainly was as guilty as any one of further 
polarizing the academic community and the gen­ 
eral public. 


DR. WHITE, obviously smarting under the criti- 
ism directed at him by the Kent grand jury report, 
renders no service to any one by making it appear 
that all those who oppose him are of the same ilk 
as the people who wrote the ex tremist letters. 
Dr. White would be well advised, now that he has 
been widely heard in rebuttal to charges made 
against his administration by the grand jury , to 
keep silent for awhile and let matters cool off. 
The wounds need time to heal, the emotions need 
time to subside. 
Further polarizat on we do not 
need. 


Prio rities t\eed Rearran g in g 


At a time when the federal government is head­ 
ing into a deficit of $10 billion or more for the cur­ 
rent fiscal y ear, President Nix on has made a sup­ 
plemental req uest for an additional $1.03 billion in 
foreign aid funds. 
His original req uest for $2.8 billion, submitted 
last January , still has not been approved by Con­ 
gress. The House has agreed to $2.8 billizn but the 
m atter is still under consideration in the Senate. 
With tax collections down and federal ex pendi­ 
tures on the rise, red figures in the federal trea­ 
sury are the order of the day nd infltionary pres­ 
sures continue to erode the purchasing power of 
the dollar. 


THE PROBLEM in Washington seejis to be one 
of priorities. The President vetoes money bills for 
domestic purposes which go bey ond his budge.ary 
req uests, and at the same time increases his appeal 
in the area of foreign economic and military assist­ 
ance. 
It’s high time we took a long, hard look at our 
commitments abroad and do a better job of direct­ 
ing our sights on the domestic scene, where reces­ 
sion and unemploy ment have emerged in an atmos­ 
phere of sky rocketing wages and prices. 
Twenty -five y ears after World War II we still 
have 350.000 troops and dependents in Europe, and 
17 y ears after the end of the Korean war we are 


still the major bulwark of Soulh Korean defenses. 
Ever since 1962 we have bean try ing to help Soutn 
V.etnam pro.ect itself against the Cong and Hanoi 
and now we are helping to bolster Israeli defences 
to maintain the balance of power in the Middle 
East. 
And what basically have we gained? Thousands 
of our y oung men have been killed, our resources 
have been drained and many of our so called friends 
have been alienated, either because we haven’t 
done enough or because we have meddled in the 
private affairs of other nafio~s. 
We agree wi'h Sen. William B. Sax be that it’s 
about time that the nations we have he ped to make 
prosperous by our assistance bear more of the cost 
of their own defense. 


SEN. SAXBE SAID the United S ates spends $14 
billion a y ear to support NATO defense nations, a 
figure which could wipe out the federal budget def­ 
icit. 
It is q uite obvious that the money we spend to de­ 
fend and assist other nations goes far bey ond the 
foreign aid ex penditures. 
With the do’lar in i s present s ate of sad disre­ 
pair and problems at home cry ing for solution, com­ 
mon sense would seem to dictate a rearrangement 
of priorities in the interest of keeping 9 9 .44 per cent 
of our money at home.

This was “ the most disastrous election in school 
history ” in Ohio, the Ohio Education Assn. sa d 
following the Nov. 3 counting of votes. Of 243 new 
» chool levies on the ballot, only 6 8 passed. 
In addition, only 14 of 61 new school bond issues 
succeeded. In four cases voters even refused to e- 
new old levies. Altoge her, the percentage o ap­ 
proval of 484 operating levies and bond issues d.ew 
only 253 approvals, a percentage of 52.3 per cent, 
the lowest approval rate in sta’e history on school 
Issues. 


Such disapproval of school money measures and 
municinal revenue-raising efforts is not uniq ue to 
Ohio. Throughout the nations, voters this y ear in­ 
dicated their displeasure with tax es by putting their 
“X” in front of the “ A grirsl” column. 


The result will be cutbacks in school and munici­ 
pal services. More efficient use of revenues is what 
voters hope will also happen, but educators and 
may ors and councils across the na’ion say they 


need more income to keep up with the demands of 
the day . 


One result of the ever-increasing defeats of local 
money -raising issues could be a turning toward 
Washing.on by school superintendents and may ors 
to ask a closer ex amination of priorities in spending 
the national dollar. 


More federal aid to education and cities could 
make it possible for more locally raised dollars to 
be used for the needs which superintendents and 
may ors say ex ist. At a time when a major city 
like Day ton is unable for three straight times to 
pass an operating levy , a reappraisal of needs and 
resources seems to be in order. 
Mr. Average Citizen has little to say about how 
his federal tax is spent, so when he finds it neces­ 
sary to cut costs he is inclined to vote against local 
tax increases. Local leaders might start ex pressing 
to national leaders their concern about this tend­ 
ency and seek relief from it. 


Su b stitu te fo r No Kn ock' Law 


By ART BUCHWALi, 
WASHINGTON — There w~a 
a shoot-out in Phoenix last week 
which has national implications. 
The police, taking advantage of 
a “ no knock’’ 
law, raided a 
house 
where 
they suspect­ 
ed 
hippies 
had narcotics. 
U n f o r t u - 
nately , at the 
time 
of the 
raid the hip­ 
pies had mov­ 
ed out and a 
married couple 


Buchwald 
moved in. 
Since the raid took place at 1:30 
in the morning, the husband re­ 
fused to believe the men were 
police and shot one. He in turn 
was shot. The police sergaent 
said after the raid, “It was a 
misunderstanding. 
The couple 
probably felt they were defend­ 
ing their home against some 
hippies, and the officers thought 
they were fighting some crimi­ 
nals.” 
Now, opponents of 
the 
“ no 
knock” law have alway s claim­ 
ed the big danger of it was that 
if the police enter someone’s 
home without 
knocking they 
could get shot. 
Since the Constitution permits 
y ou to defend y our own home, 
it is possible that mo re police­ 
men will be shot tha n na rco tics 


will be found. 
This will make the cops up­ 
tight, and so, to protect them­ 
selves, 
they ’ll 
start 
shooting 
first, and before y ou know it 
there will be blood baths all 
over the country . 
The reason law enforcement 
officials say they need the “no 
knock” law is that, 
if they 
knock first, the suspects inside 
the house will flush narcotics 
evidence down the toilet. Only 
a strong “no knock” law, they 
claim, can prevent any one from 
dashing to the bathroom. 
This sounds reasonable but, 
as we have seen in Phoenix , it 
can only lead to a shoot - out, 
because the people inside the 
house can never be certain that 
the people crashing into their 
home are policemen. 


THERE IS A SOLUTION to 
this problem which 
we 
think 
could satisfy the law-and-order 
people, as well as the innocent 
home owner. 
I am proposing that the “no 
knock” law be stricken from 
the book^ and replaced with a 
“no flush” law. 
This is how it would work: 
The police would still have to 
get a warrant to enter 
some­ 
one’s home. They would 
also 
have to knock before entering. 
But if it were a marcotics or 
g a mbling ra id, 
they would have 


to shout at the top of their voic­ 
es, “This is a raid. Any one who 
flushes the toilet will be arrest­ 
ed.” 
One policeman would be sta­ 
tioned by the water meter near­ 
est the house or apartment to 
monitor any fluctuation in wa­ 
ter pressure during the raid. 


WHEN THE POLICE 
enter 
the apartment, they will have 
the authority to check the bath­ 
rooms. If any one flushes dur­ 
ing the raid, he will be assumed 
to have committed a crime, and 
this evidence will be accepted 
by the court as prima - facie 
evidence of guilt. 
The “no flush” law may be 
considered by civil libertarians 
as an invasion of privacy , but it 
is certainly 
more acceptable 
than a “no knock” 
law, a nd 
safer, too. 
I made this suggestion at the 
annual meeting of the American 
Bar Assn. in St. Louis in a 
speech last summer, but they 
only laughed at me. 
So I’ve decided to take my 
case to the public. Would y ou 
rather have the police crash in 
o n y ou at 1 o'clock in the morn­ 
ing without warning? Or would 
y ou rather first hear a knock 
on the door and give up y our 
bathroom 
privileges 
w h i l e 
they ’re searching thro ug h y o ur 
home?

open the sluice gates and let 
the filthy Hudson River run it 
awash. 
And, this report may well be 
req uiem for other major cities 
—which also may face the pay - 
less-pay day s and depression- 
ty pe mass lay offs now being in­ 
voked by Jehn Lindsay . 
There 
just 
isn’t 
enough 
money . There 
are, 
for 
ex ­ 
ample, 
al­ 
most 1.2 mil­ 
lion 
persons 
on 
welfare 
here. The cost 
runs 
to 
$1.8 
billion 
an­ 
nually . 
And 
r ii.skl 
the 1970-71 budget projected a 
monthly increase of an addi­ 
tional 5,000 relief applicants. 
This has more than tripled— 
with some 16 ,500 joining the re­ 
lief rolls monthly . Soon this will 
rocket to 20,000 a month. And 
in a few y ears this will escalate 
the total to two million persons. 
This will hike the costs to over 
$2 billion a y ear. 
How can the money be rais­ 
ed? It should be found by those 
who raise all those ex oer a’ions. 
But now I’m told by the Fi­ 
nance Administration, tue city 
pay s out over $500 million a 
y ear of the total welfare bill, 
the state another $500 million 
and 
the 
federal 
government 
heaves some $800 million each 
fiscal period. Thus the nation’s 
citizenry pay s almost half of 
New York City ’s relief bill. 
But all this is just for start­ 
ers. At the moment May or Lind­ 
say is ey eballing it with the 
Teamsters’ Uniformed Sanita- 
tionmen’s Assn., the AFL-CIO 
Uniformed Fire Fighters Assn. 
and 
the 
independent 
Patrol­ 
men’s Benevolent Assn. — 25,- 
000 strong, and very angry , pub­ 
licly abused men. These com­ 
munity - sustaining contracts 
ex oire Dec. 31. 
Even an am ateur’s arithmetic 
shows the city negotiators that 
the 
demands of these three 
“line” organizations come to a 
q uaint $3 billion annually . The 
police 
alone 
are 
demanding 
wage and fringe benefits total­ 
ing $2 billion a y ear. 


OF COURSE, THIS is nego- 
tiable. True, the police are ask­ 
ing for a 20 per cent across-*he- 
board “hazard pay .” True, this 
is a public relations riposte. But 
the cops are restless. Most of 
them want job action. Most of 
them resent the public’s insou­ 
ciance whenever there is an 
anti-pig demonstration. Most of 
them would rather hit the bricks 
for a while, or slow down, or go 
by the book than y ield on such 
demands as fuli retirement pay 
after 25 y ears on the job — or 
half-pay after 15 y ears. 
So trim the $2 billion demand 
down to $500 million, or half 
again. But add to that the f;ct 
that under 
the ex piring con­ 
tract they must get a pay raise 
in proportion to that received 
by some superior officers re­ 
cently . And that this will come 
to $50 million regardless of what 
haopens in the new contract ne­ 
go'iations. 
And if they g et their $50 mil­ 
lion 
wo rth 
o f what’s 
ca lled 
“ pa rity ,” 
the 
firefig hters 
la bo ut 12,0 0 0 ) a lso g et pa rity 


raises. And if they do, then the 
fire fighting officers must get a 
higher percentage. And if they 
do, then the police officers must 
get theirs. And if this cy cle is 
completed — then the 25 09 0 
cops must get a new parity . Oh, 
y es, around and around 11 goes. 


AS FOR THE FIRE fighters, 
they are asking for increases of 
some 
$6 00 
million 
annually . 
They 
want 
new 
eq uipment. 
They are tired of being reviled 
and stoned. And they want a 
full crew on all engines. This 
means hiring hundreds of new 
men at scores of millions of ad­ 
ditional annual dollars. 
Furthermore, 
the 
AFL-CIO 
fire fighters have removed their 
no-strike pledge from their con­ 
stitution. There now is a no­ 
contract, no-work policy . And 
traditionally there has been no 
fire fighters’ contract 
signed 
for months after the ex piration 
date. 
' o 
prevent 
an 
automatic 
strike during the first minu e 
of 1971, the firemen must take 
positive anti-strike action at a 
meeting. Well, they ’re not hap­ 
py . In addition to needing no­ 
lice protection 
while 
battling 
some blazes, they ’ve lost four 
men killed in action and almost 
one out of every two has been 
injured — 4,817 — during the 
y ear’s first 10 months. 
And 
their 
president, 
Mike 
May e, say s “y ou’ve got to kick 
the city in the belly every once 
in a while. . .” and “ we aren’t 
going to roll over 
and 
play 
dead” because May or Lindsay 
is pleading poverty . 
Lest we forget — there is the 
new 
Mike 
Quill, 
otherwise 
known as a bantam Irish scrap­ 
per, John DeLury , leader of the 
11,000 sanitation men. Their ba­ 
sic pay now is $9 ,871 annually . 
He wants a minimum of $13,- 
000 annually . This, of course, 
is before overtime — of which 
there is much. 
MAYOR LINDSAY LOST at 
least one political war one pri­ 
mary day because he, didn’t get 
the snow ploughs out to one of 
the 
blizzard - paraly zed bo­ 
roughs. And there was a long 
garbage strike early in his may ­ 
oralty career, to end which he 
demanded Gov Rockefeller send 
in the National Guard. 
And so it goes with unions in 
the public sector. They learned 
well from those in the private 
industry collective bargaining 
arena. They say there’s noth­ 
ing sacred or beneficial about 
working for the city . And there 
isn’t any thing they won’t strike. 
If Teamsters can “get it,” and 
auto workers, why not the fire­ 
men, the cops and the sanita­ 
tion workers0 
Furthermore, the teachers got 


a billion dollar contract when 
their

President, 
A1 
Shanker, pulled them out. So 
what’s another billion dollars 
more or less — especially in a 
city wi'h an annual budget of 
almost $8 billion. Scale all this 
down a bit and y ou have almost 
any other major city . 
Small wonder the may or is 
ey eing the White House. Any 
view is better than tha* from 
the rickety City Hall here.

Appeal From Humane Society 
As cold weather approaches, 
the Humane Society receives 
many calls about shelterless an­ 
imals. Of^en their suffering is 
found to include thirst because 
their drinking water has frozen. 
Too many owners ignorantly 
believe that all animals grow 
ttrck coats and do not feel the 
cold. This is only partly true 
even of the wild animals which 
can ex cerise freely or hole up 
out of the wind and rain. The 
mute misery of animals tied or 
shut in damp places and cut­ 
ting winds is inex pressible. And 
it lasts fpr months. 
Neighbors 
do not want to 
“ make trouble.” The Society 
does not wish to prosecute when 
mere thoughtlessness is involv­ 
ed, and can be relied on to deal 
w ,h tact. But in several report­ 
ed cases it is fully prepared to 
come to the assistance of any 
animals whose owner does not 
soon supply it with adeq uate 
shel.er. 
For dogs this means a solid 
wooden house, of a size to let 
them stretch out, but to contain 
body heat: 
raised above the 
ground, and with a slight sill 
and plenty of straw or news­ 
paper; 
and 
within reach 
of 
where the animal is tied. 
If a dog must be chained out­ 
doors, the chain should be long 
enough that he need not half­ 
hang himself to move about a 
bit. Water should be near, and 
checked several times a day . 
No animals should be kept in 
fields more than a few hours a 
day in the winter. No animal 
used to a warm house by day 
should be turned out at night. 
Also, many birds and small 
wild animals that die of cold 
and starvation could survive the 
winter if fed, now 
that 
their 
sources of nuts and berries are 
diminishing. 
The Humane Society should 
be called promptly about any 
animal in distress. The

economic difficulties and 
such other mat.ers as crime, 
urban strife, campus 
unrest, 
the costly shambies in welfare, 
and trust in government all 
bo.hering the peop.e, the mi- 
noriiy Republicans gained two 
seats in the Senate and lost a 
mere nine in the House. 
In 1358, when the war was 
far hotter and ferment leading 
un.o riot and assaos.nauon of 
key public figures blackened the 
land, the GUP picked up four 
House seats and seven in the 
Senate. 
These changes are stagger­ 
ingly small Wii.n set beside me 
deeply troubled mood of the 
country . Signi icanily , too, they 
fit pretty well into a pa .tern 
that is at least a couple of dec­ 
ades old. 


IN THE LAST 10 elections, on 
seven occasions the net change 
in Senate membership between 
the two major parties ranged 
from one to three seats. One 
time it was four. The modest 
switch of seven in 1968 was, 
against this backdrop, unusual. 
It was outdone only by the 
Democrats’ gain of 17 Senate 
scats in 
the sharp 
recession 
y ear of 1953. 
How about the House, that 
marvelously 
reflective 
mirror 
of the national mood? In the 10 
elections from 1952 on, it bare­ 
ly flut;cred in four. The major 
party turnovers in these wvre 
nine (19 70), four twice (19 6 8 and 
19 6 2), two (19 56 ), 
Three times the change crept 
up to around the 20 mark. Re­ 
publicans gained 22 in 19 52, the 
Democra s got 19 back in 1954 
and the GOP again picked up 
22 in 1960, even as Democrat 
John F. Kennedy was winning 
the presidency by a hair. 
There are supposed 
to

around 100 “floating” or swing 
seats in the House. But in the 
span here studied, only 1953 
Democrats (up 49 ), Barry Gold- 
water's 1964 debae'e and the 
Republicans’

from it produced any sort of 
major up. eaval. In 1964 Demo­ 
crats padded 
a 
nice 
margin 
with 37 new seats. The GOP 
turned it around with a 47 -seal 
pickup in 1966. 
If 
Am :rican 
voters 
really 
care what Congress is up to, 
they neither show it nor say it. 
The Gallup poll in September 
found one vo er in five able to 
cite any specific benefit to his 
dis.rict from his congressman. 
Three of four Republicans, more 
than four of five Democrats and 
four of five independents could 
not link their congressmen with 
any major bills. May be io be 
uncared-for is to became slug­ 
gish and unresponsive.

Boys Charged 
With Murder 
ToGetTests 


LISBON — Two East Liver­ 
pool b oy s charged with killing 
an elderly East Liverpool wom­ 
an storekeeper will b e sent to 
the Ohio Youth Commission for 
phy sical and mental examina­ 
tions.
